“There is no other drive for 
youth group funds in Sierra 
Madre,’’ he pointed out. ‘If we 
don’t make the goal there is no 
other means of support for Boy 
Scouts, Girl Scouts, Campfire 
Girls or Toy Loan. Regardless 
of whether we have made the 
goal or not the drive is to end 
October 31.” 

’The annual drive, sponsored 
by Kiwanis, never has failed 
before in Sierra Madre and 
workers from all groups will 
put in extra effort during the 
last days to make a better 
showing, he said.

These 25 blank spaces are what you should use if you wish to dency for the second successive time. One-time "crime busting' 

vote for a candidate other than those put up by the Republican, district attorney of New York City. 

Democratic, Prohibition or Independent Progressive parties. 

To closely follow technical election procedure, you should list in 
those blank spaces the names of 25 electors—persons you know 
will cast electoral votes for your "write-in" candidate FOR you. 

Such procedure, however, isn't practical. You can write-in the 
name of a single candidate (for example, Norman Thomas of the 
Socialist party who is not qualified for the California ballot this 
year). Your vote for a write-in candidate is a vote for him as an 
elector. 

If the write-in candidate, such as Norcian Thomas (to carry on 
the example), gets one per cent or more of the total votes cast 
in California, his total will be listed with those of the other candi¬ 
dates by the Secretary of State. If not, the votes will be relegated 
to the category of "Scatter Votes." 

When you vote for Governor Dewey or President Truman as your 
Presidential choice, you are actually voting for 25 persons who 
have been pre-selected to do your voting for you after election day 
is past. „ 

That is the electoral system. In California these 25 electors for 
each qualified party are selected by the State .convention of each 
party. The manner of selection is established by the State Legis¬ 
lature. 

There is one elector for every representative in Congress. Cali¬ 
fornia has 23 Congressmen and two Senators, so each party here 
is entitled to 25 electors. And each elector of the party getting 
the most votes has one vote for President. 

Under present law these electors need not vote for a specific 
condidate. But in recent years they always have, and under the 
present unit-vote system all the electoral votes of the State go to 
the candidate receiving a plurality of popular votes. 

These electoral votes determine who shall be President and 
Vice-President. And, in a very close election, a candidate having 
the greatest popular vote is not assured of election. Three times in 
this country's history men have been elected although they had 
fewer popular votes than ar» opponent. 

And if a candidate, even though he has the greatest popular 
vote, does not get a majority of electoral votes, it's no contesf. 

Under a constitutional provision the House of Representatives then 
elects a President from among the three having the most votes. For 
election, a candidate must have 266 electoral vote$ out of the total 
electoral votes of 531. 

At one time the state electors appeared on the ballot, but the 
lists of unfamiliar names only added to the confusion. Now you 
'mst have to stamp your "X" after the name of your candidate for 
President and Vice-President. 

The average voter never sees the list of electors. But here they 
are on this page—all 100 of them for the four parties on the bal¬ 
lot. 

They do the final voting. But when you check your ballot, you 
are telling them how to vote on your behalf.

George E. Burnell 
Funeral Rites

George Edwin Burnell, inter¬ 
nationally known philosopher 
and for years conductor of “In¬ 
structions in Truth” at his Ar¬ 
cadia home, 290 West Foothill 
Blvd., died at Good Samaritan 
Hospital Sunday, October 24. 
He had been ill three weeks. 

Born 85 years ago in Hart¬ 
ford, Conn., Mr. Burnell had 
resided in Arcadia 33 years. His 
interpretation of sacred litera¬ 
ture and his studies in meta¬ 
physical subjects have attract¬ 
ed world-wide attention. Al¬ 
though he had been licensed 
to preach by the Supreme Court 
of Minnesota, he never affili¬ 
ated with any church.

Polio Research 
Grants Reported 

The University of California 
Medical Center received a total 
of $49,426 in research grants 
from the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis for the 
seven-month period ending De¬ 
cember 21, 1947, according to a 
report by the Foundation. 

Two grants were received by 
investigators at the Medical 
Center during this period. One, 
a grant of $43,090, went to sup¬ 
port work under the direction 
of Dr. Karl F. Meyer, director 
of the Hooper Foundation for 
Medical Research. 

In this study Dr. Meyer and 
his colleagues 4re attempting 
to d.etermine how polio virus 
and similar disease infections 
spread. They are also working 
to develop dependable and rap¬ 
id tests for Identification of the 
virus and diagnosis of the in¬ 
fection. Grants have been made 
for this program since 1938.

California’s cut-flower pro¬ 
duction brought growers more 
than 25 million dollars in 1947. 
Commercial flowers are grown 
both in greenhouses and in 
fields, and are sold here as 
well as exported to other parts 
of the country. 

The 1947 crop of greenhouse 
flowers in the two leading 
counties, Alameda and San 
Mateo, included $2,989,065 
worth of roses, and the com¬ 
bined value of gardenias, car¬ 
nations, and orchids was ap¬ 
proximately equally high. It is 
estimated that about half of 
the greenhouse roses raised 
around San Francisco Bay are 
shipped to Los Angeles. 

Los Angeles County raises 
most of its commercial flow¬ 
ers in fields. Its 1947 crop is 
estimated at 13 million dollars. 
Asters, chrysanthemums and 
stocks average more than 100 
acres each. 

Flowers shipped from Cali¬ 
fornia usually go by refriger¬ 
ator express but air shipments 
are on the Increase. Carloads 
shipped from Los Angeles, Oak¬ 
land, and San Francisco in 
1939 totaled 1478. Present ship¬ 
ments have not quite caught 
up with prewar figures and 
yet in 1945 San Francisco and 
the peninsula sent out 1068 
carloads, Prominent among the 
cut flowers exported from Cali¬ 
fornia are orchids. In 1940 total 
shipments of orchids amounted 
to $87,980. About three fourths 
of the flowers went by rail, the 
rest by air.
